Petition Under 37 CFR 1.37(b) to Revive Unintentionally Abandoned Application 
To the Commissioner for Patents: 

The above-referenced application became abandoned on April 23, 2001 for failure to 
respond to an Office action. Applicant hereby requests that the current application be revived 
solely for the purposes of entry of the enclosed Request for Continued Examination (RCE). 

On June 5, 2000, a final Office Action was issued for the above-referenced application. 
On January 2, 2001, Applicant's filed a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) as a 
continuation of the current application by U.S. Express Mail (Receipt No. EL081 155464US). 
The CPA was filed together with an amendment and a petition for a one-month extension of 
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time. 1 A copy of the CPA, amendment, and Petition for Extension of Time as filed on January 2, 
2001 is enclosed herewith. Also enclosed herewith is a copy of the delivery information for 



Express Mail Receipt No. EL081 155464US, evidencing receipt of the same by the USPTO on 
January 4, 2001. 

Shahan Islam, Reg. No. 32,507, who was the attorney responsible for this application, 
recently left his employment at the firm of Katten Muchin Zavis Rosenman. In reviewing the 
files formerly under Mr. Islam's care and in particular the above-referenced application, 
Applicant's current attorneys found no correspondence from the USPTO regarding the CPA 
filed on January 2, 2001. Applicant's current attorneys note that the CPA filed on January 2, 
2001 was not timely filed. 

In a call to the USPTO on May 29, 2003 to ascertain the status of the current application, 
Applicant's attorneys found that the current application was abandoned on April 23, 2001 and 
there was no record in the USPTO of the CPA filed on January 2, 2001.
